The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners will have a second round to 
consider allowing Sunday alcohol sales 
between 7 a.m. and noon after hearing from 
tavern, store owners and township officials 
later this month, 

Rick Anderson, vice-chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
said he was questioned by owners of the 
North Down River Party Store, Caid’s 
Grocery and the Lovells’ Riverside Tavern 
as well as Lovells Township Supervisor 
Fred Schaibly after the county board opted 
to maintain status quo by prohibiting alco- 
hol sales on Sunday mornings. The board, 
on Dec. 15, passed a resolution denying 
Sunday packaged liquor, beer and wine sale 
as well as serving spirits, mixed spirit 
drinks, beer and wine between 7 a.m. and 
noon on Sundays. 

State legislation, which went into effect 
Dec. |, opened up the times of when stores, 
bars and places where alcoholic drinks are 
served to the early Sunday morning sales. 
The Michigan Liquor Contro] Commission 
(LCC) gave counties, cities and townships 
until midnight on Dec. 15 to make a local 


, decision on when the beverages could be 


purchased. 

Anderson said that proprietors of the 
businesses that questioned the board’s 
action had already paid $160 for the 
Sunday sales, but were denied permits 
when they applied for licenses through the 
OF @: Ge 

“In that vane, I would like to say that is 


not the point of the county commissioners | 


of Crawford County trying to prohibit busi- 
ness practices in Crawford County,” 
Anderson said. 

Anderson proposed a recommendation to 
rescind the board’s action on Monday, Jan. 
3, when the board’s annual organizational

Knights of Columbus obtain life-saving AED machine

Following in the flight path of the 
Grayling Eagles Club, the Knights of 
Columbus have obtained an Automatic 
External Defibrillator (AED) to use at the 
St. Mary’s Church. 

Knights of Columbus member Harry 
Wojcik pitched the idea to purchase the 
AED for the St. Mary’s Church in October 
after learning that the Grayling Eagles Club 
received one of the life-saving units in 
August. 

An automated external defibrillator or 
AED is a portable electronic device that 
automatically diagnoses potentially life 
threatening cardiac arrhythmias or ventric- 
ular fibrillation and ventricular tachycardia 
in a patient, and is able to treat them 
through defibrillation, the application of 
electrical therapy which stops the arrhyth- 
mia, allowing the heart to reestablish an 
effective rhythm. AEDs are designed to be 
simple to use for layman, and the use of 
AEDs is taught in many first aid, first 
responder and basic life support (BLS) 
level CPR classes. 

The units are aimed to be used in the 
golden moments, the first three minutes 
after someone has a heart attack, which 
gives them a greater chance of totally being 
resuscitated, 

Wojcik said it’s not likely that EMS units 
would be able to make it to the church with- 
in three minutes when there is congested 
traffic or snow covered, icy roads. 

“There is no way - even at best - they 
could make it there in three minutes,” he 
said. . 

The AED, which was delivered in 
December, will be located in the hallway 
between the church and the family center. 
Now, Wojcik said a group of Knights of 
Columbus and church members need to get 
together for training on how to use the unit.

Brian Calley, lieutenant governor; Ruth 
Johnson, secretary of state; Bill Schuette, 
attorney general, all were sworn into office, 
too, and all gave a speech, limited to about 


five minutes each. 

Other state officials elected in November 
also took their oaths of office, including two 
justices of the Supreme Court, members of 
the court of appeals, the state board of edu- 
cation, and the governing boards of 
Michigan State University, Wayne State and 
University of Michigan. No speeches from 
these folks, however. 

Such mass swearing-in ceremonies as part 
of the official governor’s inaugural are rare, 
and perhaps unprecedented. 

I’ve been taking note of inaugurals ever 
since as a reporter | first covered an inau- 
gural in 1955 as Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
took the oath for his fourth term, and I don’t 
recall any such mass “swearing ins,” not to 
mention speeches by lesser officials. The 
inaugural always has been the governor’s 
special day. 

Perhaps Gov. Snyder wants to exhibit a 
dedication to inclusion ... or perhaps lay the 
groundwork to spread around the blame if 
things don’t go as he hopes they will.

According to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), radon is 
estimated to cause more 
than 21,000 lung cancer 
deaths per year. 

Radon is a radioactive 
gas that comes from the nat- 
ural decay of the uranium 
found in nearly all soils. It 
typically moves up from the 
ground and into your home 
through cracks and other 
holes in the foundation. 
Your home may then trap 
the radon inside, where it 
can duild up. 

Testing is the only way to 
know if you and your fami- 
ly are at risk from radon, 
Easy-to-use directions are 
included in the test kit. 


Simply place the opened kit 
in the lowest level of your 
home for several days, then 
seal it up and mail it to the 
test lab in the postage-paid 
envelope.

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners sent a pro- 
posed noise ordinance to the 
Grayling City Council and six 
township boards for their input. 

Seniors throughout northern 
Michigan threw down the 
proverbial gauntlet, challeng- 
ing each other to Nintendo Wii 
bowling competitions between 
senior center teams. Seniors 
from the Cheboygan Senior 
Center were the first team the 
Grayling Senior Center Team 
faced. The Alpena Senior 
Center, Oscada Senior Center 
and Roscommon Sentor Center 
also expressed interest in form- 
ing a traveling Nintendo Wii 
bowling league.

Saginaw was accused of start- 
ing the April 24, 2008 wildfire 
near the City of Grayling and 
another fire in Arenac County 
by operating a train engine that 
threw burning embers from the 
exhaust system because it was 


not equipped with spark 
arresters. Damages are estimat- 
ed at nearly $1 million. 

Realizing a dream of secing 
another part of the world with 
the Peace Corps, Crystal Pilon

Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said 
staff reduction throughout the 
entire school district resulted in 
not renewing ~— Business 
Manager Mike Dunckel’s con- 
tract.
